\ k J TITHIN the compaſs of the preſent year there will 
be but two Eclipſes, both of the Sun, but neither 
of them viſible to the inhabitants of our Britiſh iſle. The 
firſt will be on the gth of February about noon, and the 
other on the 5th of Auguſt about half paſt one in the mota- 
ing. As neither the Eclipſes nor their effects any way 
concern us, I ſhall only obſerve that the Sun will be eclip- 
ſed on the meridian, in about 7 degrees of Weſt Longi- 
tude, and 14 degrees of South Latitude, for the firſt time, 
And the ſecond will be on the meridian in Longitude 156 
degrees Eaſt nearly, and 12 degrees North Latitude. 

Although theſe two Eclipſes of the grand luminary of 
day may nat appear to concern us, yet in the courſe of the 
circling year we may poſſibly find a ſuthcient quantity of 
malign aſpedts in the pianetary ſyſtem to keep every wile 
man upon his guard. 

This obſervation of a modern poet, whoſe name will live 
when even his very bones are mouldered into duſt, is at 
once poetical and philoſophical, vx.

I have often thought that this would make a good Motto 
to an Aſtrological Ephemeris; if any ſhould wonder how 
and why, 1 will inform them. Well is it known that all 
the bleſſings of life, without health to enjoy them, are taſte- 
leſs and inſipid; inſomuch, that the poſſeſſor of uſcleis 
thouſinds, racked with pain, or loaded with ſurfeit, is to 
be pitied when compared with the child of roſy health, 
This being a fact which all muſt allow, how much is the 
confiderate man beholden to Altrology, which by the va- 
rious configurations of the ſtarry meſſengers, foretells the 
diſorders likely to afflict mortals 1a the different ſeaions 
and ſtages of life! "Thus forewarned, they are forearmed; 
and by a diligent obſervacion of the ſame, are qualified 
to arm againſt them; conſequently to enjoy lite, dilap- 
point the doctor, ſave their pockets the expence ot an apo- 
thecaries bill, and their ſtomachs the trouble of digetiing 
many a nauſeous potion. Proceed we next to peace. As 
to the greateft of bleſſing, internal geace, or that ſweet ſe- 


rene 
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ene peace of the mind which, next to the peace of God, 


aſſeth all underſtanding ; that is certainly only to be gain- 
ed by endeavouring to the utmoſt of our power to carry in 
dur hearts a conſcience void of offence towards God and 
wards men, But there is likewiſe an external peace, 
which can never be preſerved in this tranſitory life for any 
continuance of time, without a knowledge of tutureevents, 
or at leaſt a ſhrewd gueſs at them. This concerns both 
mighty Wates and private families; here again our art in a 
particular manner affords her divine aſſiſtance, and by ſhew- 
ug the wiſe what is moſt likely to happen, puts it in their 
power Eltner to prevent it, or guard againſt it.

I remember the 
great Selden ſomewhere propoſes this queſtion ;—Why may 
dot a Papiſt enjoy liberty of conſcience to worſhip God at- 
ter his own way as well as the Preſbyterian, the Independ- 
ant, the Anabaptiſt, the Quaker, or any other ſe& of the 
lifſenting Proteſtants? His anſwer is this :—All other 
ſe&s acknowledge and ſwear allegiance to the King, own- 
ing him only for ſupreme both in church and Nate; and 
all laws, as well eccleſiaſtic as civil, mult have his ſanc- 
non; Which is indeed but barely juſt, as all our rights, all 
our liberties, in every department, demand his protection. 
A Catholic may ſwear allegiance, and with his lips make 
the fame acknowledgement as the Proteſtant, but his heart 
is far from it, he is bound by his religion to acknowledge 
a head ſuperior to him, Chriſt's Vicegerent the Pope, who 
carries the keys of heaven and hell; who looſens and no 
one Can bind; who binds and no one fhall looſe. And if 
this be the caſe, as it certainly is, little faith is to be put 
in that man who to prove his allegiance has recourſe to 
perjury.
